The Secretary deems it unnecessary to occupy the time of this 
Committee with a detailed account of his recent journey. Since 
leaving the city on the 23d of January last, he has officiated in 


Charleston, Beaufort, and Columbia, South Carolina; in Savannah , 


and Augusta, Georgia; in Montgomery and Mobile, Alabama; in 
New Orleans, Louisiana, and in Natchez, Mississippi. In all these 
places he has been very cordially welcomed in his official charac- 
ter, and has received liberal and substantial proofs of the deep in- 
terest which is felt throughout the South and South-western States 
inthe Missionary cause. _

Joseph Lovell, Esq., of New Orleans, has subscribed, with char- 
acteristic liberality, $200 per annum for Foreign Missions, and 
$200 per annum for Missions in the Southwest—to be paid on 

Good Friday of every year. .The first payment has been made. 

Mrs. Judge Matthews subscribed $25, and Mr. Wellman $30 a 
year for the same object. Another gentleman of New Orleans 
pledges himself to’ give $200 a year for the support of a Missionary 
in the city of New Orleans, to be appointed by this Committee. 

The whole amount of pledges above specified, exclusive of the 
$200 for Foreign Missions, is $1160. 

It will be perceived that most of the above contributions were 
made by churches which, never having been called upon, had never 
before contributed any thing toward the support of our Missionary 
operations. From all that he has seen, your Agent has no doubt 
that even larger sums may be safely calculated upon from these 
congregations for future years. _ 

It was a prominent object with the Agent to ascertain the situa- 
tion and wants of the Church in the different States which he visited ; 
the following is the result of his observations -— 

In Georgia, the townof Clarksville is represented as an excellent 
“Missionary station, and perhaps the only place in the State where 
the Church could be immediately established. The principal sup- 
porter of the Church there would be Mr. Habersham, who is both 
able and willing to contribute liberally to such an object. 

— At Athens, Geo., it is thought the Church might be planted, were 


* there a suitable missionary. This town is the seat of a Presbyte-

Col. Thornton says that whoever goes to the “Fork” shall be at 
no expense for board, and shall havea horse at his command to 
ride to his other station. By uniting this place with another, 18 
miles distant, where Mrs. E. B, Thornton resides, $600 salary might 
be obtained. “ 
‘The Rev. Mr. Matthews, of Tennessee, has recently removed to 
Tuscaloosa, and now ae there. 


* Mr. Wright has since been appointed Bovsionsry to Livingston. 
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Hannsville, in Lowndes county, is represented as an important 
Missionary station. 

At Montgomery the prospects of the Church are highly encou- 
raging. The Rev, Mr. Johnson is the Missionary there, and his 
services are very acceptable. Measures are taking to erect a house 
of worship; and it is supposed that the congregation will be able to 
dispense with Missionary aid after the present year. 

At Mobile the Church is flourishing under the care of the Rev. 
Mr. Lewis. A spacious and elegant edifice is about being erected, 
and in the mean time the congregation worship in a temporary 
building, neatly put up for that purpose. The Rev. Mr. Ives has 
a prosperous school in this city. x 

In Louisiana the most important Missionary Station would be 
the upper Fauxbourg of the city of New Orleans. « When the new 
church is finished, and the pews sold, application will probably 
be made to this Committee for the appointment of a Missionary in 


that part of the city. The Rev. Mr. Wheat, of Marietta, Ohio, is 


officiating for the congregation at New Orleans, and his services are 
engaged until next June. : 

The Rev. Mr. Munroe, of Tenn., whom the Agent met in New 
Orleans, expects to go to St. Francisville, = = 

There is at present no settled Clergyman in all Louisiana. 

It is the opinion of judicious-‘men, who are well ‘acquainted with 
all that country, that two or three itinerant Missionaries might be 
profitably employed in Louisiana and Mississippi: 

With: respect to Mississippi—The town of Columbus, in the” 
Eastern part of the State, on the Tombeckbe River, is said to be an 
important place—very healthy and flourishing. No Episcopalian 
has ever preached there, excepting the Rev. Mr. Ives, and he con- 
siders it first rate Missionary ground. y. 


The Rev. Mr. Page, of Louisville, has removed to Natchez, and * 


taken charge of the large and interesting congregation in thajgpity- 

The Rev. Dexter Potter is at Jefferson, and the Rev. Spencer 
Wall has a school at Woodville. In each of these places there are 
Episcopal churches. 


Manchester and Vicksburg are two very important points for gi a 


tioning Missionaries. ; ; 

Manchester is a rapidly increasing town, at the head of steam- 
boat navigation, on the Yazoo River. — 

Vicksburg, on the Mississippi, is said to contain many Episcopa- 
lians. The Rt. Rev. Bp. Otey, whom the Agent had the pleasure of 
meeting at New Orleans, and again at Natchez, has promised to 
address a letter to him in a few days, giving a more full account of 
the condition of the Church in the Diocese of Mississippi. 

Your Agent is of the opinion, and all with whom he has con- 
versed on the subject fully agree with him, that in order to obtain, 
suitable Missionaries for the Southern and South-western States, a 
much more liberal provision must be made for their support. The 
expense of living in all these States is much greater than at the 
North or West, Wherever cotton or sugar are staple productions 
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of the country, the inhabitants generally import all their provisions, 
on which account the most common necessaries of, life are enor- 
mously high. : . ; 

It is respectfully suggested to this Committee whether an in- 
creased appropriation for the salaries of their Missionaries is not 
absolutely necessary, in order to command the services of suitable 
men. 

In closing this brief report, the Agent cannot forbear expressing 
his devout thankfulness to Almighty God, for having so mercifully 
preserved him through his long, and, in some instances, perilous 
journey of more than five thousand miles, and conducted him safely 
to his home again.

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MONTHLY ABSTRACT. 


Apri 5, 1836.—The Secretary and General Agent reported, that 
he had visited the city of Philadelphia since the last meeting of 
the Committee for the purpose of making arrangements with the 
clergy there, for sermons and collections in their respective churches 
He is happy to say, that he was cordially received by them, and 
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his propositions were acceded to with great cheerfulness. The 
result is, that he stands engaged, Providence permitting, to preach =» ™ 
in three churches in Philadelphia, on the first Sunday after Easter, 
and in the like number of churches. on the two succeeding Sun- ”, 
days; in some of which collections will be made, and in others a fe 
preference being given to contributions through their parochial a 
associations, the object will be to excite the members of those asso- 
ciations to increased liberality in the support of Missions. If 


health and other circumstances allow, he contemplates proceeding * 
to Philadelphia on the Saturday of this and three succeeding weeks, 
and returning on the following Mondays, :so as to devote the inter- te 


vening days to the duties of his office in this city. 
He further reported, that he preached on Sunday the 20th March, 
in St. Peter’s Church in this city, when a collection was made of 

$33 75, and that he preached on Sunday the 27th of March in 
Grace Church in this city, when a collection was made of $353 90. 

_ He further reported, that since the last meeting, he had trans- 7 
mitted to Boston for shipment to Greece, four boxes containing ‘ 
each two hundred and fifty copies of the Modern Greek Testa- , © 
ment, for circulation by the Rev. Dr. Robertson and the Rey.

tlemen of the transmission of these articles, and had been informed © 
of their safe arrival in Boston. 


The Secretary and General Agent further reported, that a p -* 
lication office for the “ Spirit of Missions” had been ins in s 
this city, the Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal Press having 7 a 


become its publishers under the appointment of the Special Com- 
mittee of the Board of Missions. He has accordingly paid over to 
their agent the sum of one hundred and twenty-six dollars, the : 
amount received at this office for subscriptions to that paper, and 
handed over to him the names of the subscribers. 

He further reported that the Rev. Mr. Southgate having recover- = 
ed from his recent indisposition, arrived in the city on Friday last; 


that immediate measures were taken for convening a meeting of 


the Persian Committee, whose determination in regard to a public 
meeting in the Church of the Ascension on Sunday evening last, 7 
its proceedings and result, will appear from the report of their 
minutes, and are calculated to give the Committee a decided as- 
surance of the increased interest felt by Episcopalians in this city s 
in the cause committed to their charge. ;

sent to Africa by this Committee, and the appropriation ef $200 
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toward his first year’s salary, with the understanding that ecm 
of $500 per annum will be the sum required for the support of the 
said Missionary. 

Whereupon the Secretary and General Agent was directed to 
tender to said Society the thanks of this Committee forthe gene- 
rous pledge given by them for the support of a M issionary to Africa. 

A letter was received from Edward A. Newton, Esq., a member 
of the Board of Missions, now in England, communicating informa- 
tion on the subject of Foreign Missions obtained by him from the 
Secretaries or the Church Missionary Society in England. 


Whereupon the Secretary was directed to tender the thanks of | 


this Committee to Mr. Newton for the interesting and useful infor- 
mation which he has been so kind as to transmit, and that the docu- 
ment containing the same be placed on file. 

A communication was received from Rev. James D. Carder, 
Secretary pro tem. of Domestic Committee, stating the concurrence 
of that Committee in the resolution passed by this Committee at 
their last meeting, proposing a joint committee on the subject o 
disabled Missionaries, and that they have appointed a Committee 
on their part. 

A letter was received from the Rt. Rev. Bishop Doane, stating 
that the publication office of the Spirit of Missions is now establish- 
ed at the Protestant Episcopal Press in this city. 

A communication was received from the Treasurer of the Ame- 
rican Tract Society enclosing a draft of the Finance Committee of 
that Society on the Treasurer thereof, in favor of the Secretary and 
General Agent, for $1000, a donation to this Committee for the 
printing and distribution of tracts in Greece ; which order the Secre- 
tary and General Agent had transferred to the Treasurer. 

Whereupon the Secretary and General Agent was directed to 
communicate the thanks of this Committee to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the American Tract Society for their liberal donation. 

Several letters were received from Rey. H. Southgate, Jr., on va- 
rious topies connected with his mission to Persia, and referred to the 
Persian Committee. 

A letter was received from B. Howard, E'sq., Boston, transmitting 
an account for the Greek type which he was authorized to procure 
for the Mission at Syra, Greece, which was ordered to be referred 


to the Auditor. ' 
Several other letters were received and acted on by the Com- 


mittee. 


The minutes of the Committee on Missions to Greece were read, 
and their proceedings approved. _ nid 

A resolution was passed instructing the Committee on Missions 
to Greece, to consider and report upon the expediency of appoint- 
ing other Mission stations in Greece, or of establishing stations in 
the Grecian Archipelago, or in any of the adjacent countries. 

The minutes of the Committee on Missions to Texas were read, 
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whidhwith the resolution contained therein, declining any present 
appointment of Missionaries to Texas, were approved. 
’ The minutes of the Committee on Missions to Persia were read 
and approved. 

The Treasurer presented a report which was read and approved. 

The Auditor presented several accounts which were passed and 
ordered to be paid. 3 

April 19th, 1836.—The Secretary and General Agent reported, 
that in pursuance of the arrangements mentioned in his last report, 
he proceeded to city of Philadelphia on the 9th instant, and on 
the following day (being the first Sunday after Easter) preached in 
the forenoon in behalf of Foreign Missions, in the Church of the 
Epiphany, when a collection was made. The weather was exceed- 
ingly stormy, and the congregation consequently small: in the 
afternoon the weather being more favorable, he preached to a 
much larger congregation in St. Andrew’s Church. It was deemed 
inexpedient by the Rector to make a collection, as the congrega- 
tion had recently contributed very liberally to this department of 
Missionary service; but a request was made that those who had 
not participated in the recent contribution of St. Andrews, should 
send their subscriptions to the Rector ef the Church, or to our 
Receiving Agent in that city. In the evening of the same day the 
Secretary and General Agent preached in St. Paul’s Church. 
The congregation was large; but the state of the weather in the 
forenoon had led the Rector to give notice that the collection 
would be postponed. It was therefore omitted; but notice has 
- been given that it will be made in the forenoon of next Sunday. 
Ou Monday the 11th, he returned to this city, and remained until the 
following Saturday, when he again went to the city,of Philadel- 
phia, and on the following day (being the second Sunday after 
Easter) he preached in Christ Church, under unfavorable circum- 
stances as to weather, when a collection was made. In the after- 
noon he preached to a very large congregation, in Grace Church. 
This Church has an association for the promotion of Christianity, 
and among other objects to which it applies its funds, are Domes- 
tic and Foreign Missions. A pledge having been given that col- 
lections in church should not be allowed for any of the objects 
comprised in its constitutional arrangements, néne was made; 
but the design of the discourse, it is hoped, will be answered in 
increasing the liberality of donors. to its funds. It was stated by 
the Rector that not less than five hundred dollars would this year 
be appropriated by the association of Grace Church to Missions, 
one half of which would be granted to this Committee. In the 
evening the Secretary and General Agent preached at St. Stephen’s 
Church, where a shower of rain just at the time of commeneing 
service considerably diminished the congregation, but the number 
present being respectable, a collection was made, and subsequently 
thereto a kind intimation was given by the Rector, and the mem- 


bers of the vestry present, that they would be happy at an oogy 
; ’ 
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opportunity to repeat the collection in the forenoon. The Secre- 
iary and General Agent has not been furnished with any state- 
ment of the amount of the several above-named collections, They 
will be paid into the hands of Mr. Robins, the Committee’s Receiv- 
ing Agent in Philadelphia. 

The Secretary and General Agent further reported that he had 
communicated to the Board of Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety, the resolutions of this Committee on the subject of the grants 
made by them for the distribution of the sacred Scriptures in foreign 
languages by our Missionaries,—that he has also communicated 


the Committee’s vote of thanks to the Board of Managers of the — 


Young Men’s Auxiliary Education and Missionary Society, for their 
liberal offer of the support of a Missionary in Africa,—that he had 
also communicated the Committee’s vote of thanks to the Executive 
Committee of the American Tract Society, for the sum of $1000 
recently received from them to aid the religious tract operations of 
our Missionary Press at Syra—that he has advised Mr. B. Howard, 
of Boston, of the authority given by this Committee to draw upon the 
Treasurer for his bill of Greek type procured by him, and that he has 
sent to the Society’s Missionaries to China, Greece, and Persia, 
copies of the resolutions of the Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety, in regard to the character of the versions of the Scripture into 
foreign languages which they will be at liberty to circulate, with the 
instructions of this Committee on the subject. 

Whereupon, the report of the Secretary and General Agent wae 
accepted and approved. 

A letter was received from D. R. Kingsbury, Assistant Secretary 
of the American Tract Society, enclosing a draft on the Treasurer of 
the Society for one thousand five hundred dollars, $750 thereof 
being the balance of the donation of that Society for the tract opera- 
tions of the Missionaries of this Committee in Greece, and $750 
being a grant to their Missionaries in China for the like purpose in 
that country; which sum the Secretary and General Agent had paid 
over to the Treasurer of this Committee. Rt 

Whereupon, Resolved, That the cordial thanks of this Committee 
be returned to the Executive Committee of the American Tract So- 
ciety, for this additional evidence of their beneficence in aiding the 
Missionary operations of this Committee in the distribution of re- 
_ ligious tracts in foreign lands. 

Several other letters were read and acted on. The Secretary and 
General Agent verbally informed the Committee that he had learnt 
‘this afternoon from John W. Mulligan, Esq., father of Mrs. Hill, that 
she is now on her passage to this country, and is expected to arrive 
in this city about the first of the ensuing month. 
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MISSIONS IN THE SOUTH-WESTERN AND WESTERN STATES. 


FROM A LETTER OF THE RT. REV. DB. OTEY, 
BISHOP OF TENNESSEE. 


Tue following important and interesting extracts are from a let- 
ter of the Rt. Rev. Bishop Otey, addressed to the Secretary and 
General Agent of the Domestic Committee of Missions. 


Columbia, Tennessee, May 3, 1836. 


In compliance with my promise, I herewith transmit to you some 
account of my visit to the South-west, during the last winter, with 
such observations upon the condition and prospects of the Church 
in that quarter, as my opportunities enabled me to make. That I 
have not redeemed this promise sooner, you must ascribe to the 
great inconvenience, not to say impossibility, of writing in the 
crowded cabin of a steamboat, and the pressing nature of my en- 
gagements in parts of the country widely distant from each other. 
These notes, such as they are, were thrown together under all the 
disadvantageous circumstances which stand opposed to calm reflec- 
tion, during a hurried journey. And now that I have arrived once 
more at home—* sweet home ”—if the labor I shall expend _in trans- 
cribing them, shall add any valuable information to that which you 
already possess in regard to the moral and religious condition of a 
highly interesting portion of our population—if I shall be able to 


suggest any hints that may be turned to profitable use in your ar- 


duous and responsible station, I shall feel myself amply recom- 
pensed for my pains, * 

I may here premise, that the chief cause which led me to visit 
the South during the last winter was the following. On my arri- 
val at home from Philadelphia, about the 20th of last November, I 
received, for the first time, information of the extraordinary course 
of Mr. Connelly, Rector of the Church at Natchez. I reason 
to apprehend serious injury to the congregation, as the Tesult of 
his proceedings. This fear was grounded upon my personal ac- 
quaintance with the condition of the Church at Natchez, and upon 
letters from several members thereof, urging me in the most pa- 
thetic terms, to pay them a visit and endeavor to “strengthen the 
things that remained.” Accordingly, as soon as I could make the 
necessary arrangements for the comfortable settlement of my family 
at Columbia, my present residence, I proceeded to Nashville, to go 
by water to Natchez. Embarking on the steamer Tennessean, in 
erp pey with the Rev. N. W. Munroe, we committed ourselves 
amidst the dangers of a perilous voyage, to the mercy and care of 
that Almighty and gracious Being whom we had ever found “a 
present help in time of need.” Our progress was slow and tedious, 
the boat landing frequently to receive freight—the weather was 
verely cold, and the cabin crowded with passengers. On Sunday, at 
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the request of the captain and passengers, we had morning prayer, 
and ¥ preached a sermon to an audience, which though not very 
large, was, nevertheless, quite attentive and respectful. 

The next Sunday, J anuary 31, we reached Natchez about 4 P. M. 
and proceeded forthwith to the church. We were both sur- 
prised and gratified upon entering to see the Rev. Mr. Wheat, of 
Ohio, in the desk. He was preaching to a small number of per- 
sons who adhered to the Church through “evil and good report.” 
{ looked round upon the empty pews of that spacious building, and 
when I heard the echo of that faithful minister’s voice from its 
lofty dome, and remembered what multitudes [ had once seen there, 
offering the sacrifice of praise and prayer to the everliving Gop, I 
could not but think of the words of Moses, and say, *O Gop!— 
shall one man sin, and wilt thou be wroth with all the congrega- 
tion?’ Upon inquiry, I learned that the flock was indeed scat- 
tered, “as sheep having no shepherd.” Some had. wandered into 
. Strange pastures, seeking food; others had strayed into the wilder- 
ness of this world; and all, with but few exceptions, were in despair 
respecting the future prospects of their beloved church. Many 
said, ‘“ Misfortune and disappointment seem to be inscribed upon 
the roll of our past history, and every effort to be attended by a 
fatality that blights our fairest prospects and brightest hopes.” 
Convinced that the prosperity of the Church in Mississippi, was 
intimately connected with the re-establishment and permanency of 
the congregation at Natchez, it seemed an obvious duty to direct 
every effort in the first place, to secure this object. Mr. Munroe 
and myself visited most of the members of the Church, adding 
words of encouragement to the desponding, and exhorting all to be 
of “ good courage” and “ strive together with one mind for the faith 
of the Gospel.” Arrangements were also made for opening the 
church for service regularly every Lord’s day, and for holding a 
service during the week. 1 was happy to find that these measures, 
by the blessing of God, had the effect in a short time of rallying 
the congregation, of reviving their hopes, and I felt persuaded that 
under the care of a faithful pastor, they would very soon recover 
from the shock of Mr. C.’s defection. It was therefore felt to be 
an object of the first importance to engage the services of some 
active and intelligent minister, who from his known character, 
would unite the affections, the respect, and the confidence of the 
people. To do this, he must be a man acquainted in a good degree 
with the habits of the southern people; one who would sympathize 
with their situation and feelings, who would be willing to toil 
through many and great difficulties to do them good, and who 
would be able to oppose firmly that tendency to worldly amuse- 
ment and self-indulgence, which are so invariably the concomitants 
of abundant wealth in a soft and delicious climate. In the many con- 
versations held with the members of the vestry and congregation, 
1 found that they had themselves taken this view of the subject. 
“We want,” said they, “a man who will not only instruct and 
enlighten us, but one whom we can make our friend, the confidant 
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of our troubles and sorrows, who will be our guide by example as 
well as precept in “the ways and works of godliness.” To find 
one uniting in himself all these requisites, and willing to come, pre- 
sented a case full of discouragement. Still I could not but pray, 
and in praying indulge a strong confidence, that the Lord, “the 
mighty Lord” would provide for his destitute, and in mercy think 
upon his afflicted children. In the course of three weeks after my 
_arrival at Natchez, the vestry assembled, and after taking the mat- 
ter into mature deliberation, they authorized me to invite to the 
rectorship the Rev. D. C. Page of Louisville, Kentucky. And 
here permit me to mention in strong terms of commendation, the 
activity and zeal of Dr. Merrill, whom I ever found prompt and 
ready to forward my plans, and to whose steady co-operation and 
firmness, we are all chiefly indebted for the favorable aspect which 
our affairs have assumed at Natchez. The efforts of an intelligent 
and pious layman are invaluable, as all past experience has demon- 
strated, to the well-being and prosperity of a congregation. The 
invitation to Mr. Page was sent off by the first conveyance. He 
referred the matter to his Bishop, the Rt. Rey. Dr. Smith, for coun- 
sel and direction. The Bishop, with the enlarged and liberal 
spirit which characterizes his conduct in every instance where the 
general interests of the Church are concerned, advised him to go at 
once, if the prospect of extended usefulness and the dictates of duty 
conspired to strengthen the call. Mr. Page came with his family to 
Natchez, to examine and judge for himself. He acted wisely in so 
doing. He felt that the decision he was called on to make, was 
pregnant with interests of great consequence to himself personally, 
to the Church at Louisville, as well as to that at Natchez. Many 
of us know from experience how painful it is to separate from 
our flocks, to leave those with whom we have united for years in 
the services of the sanctuary—upon whose children we have poured 
the water of holy baptism—with whom we have knelt in prayer 
around the dying bed, and with whom we have stood at the grave 
and “lifted up our voices and wept.” Mr. Page felt all these things 
in their full force, and that in leaving Louisville, he was cutting 
asunder some of the most endearing ties which human beings 
know. But believing that he was obeying a manifest leading of 
Providence in setting up his “ Ebenezer” at Natchez, he conferred 
not with flesh and blood. He committed himself and all that was 
his, to the care and direction of that God to whose service he was 
pledged, accepted the call, and forthwith commenced his labors in 
faith and hope. He has acted nobly, and in exact accordance with 
the principles which were laid down as the basis of all our measures 
at the last General Convention. The Church expects, as I humbly 
conceive, that each of her children and servants, in his appropriate 
sphere of action, contribute as God giveth ability and opportunity, 
to extend the benign influences of Christ’s religion to every spot 
marked by the footsteps of sinful man: that her reasonable views 
and wishes are not met and answered by enlarging her pecuniary 
resources merely, but that ministers, congregations, and dioceses 
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are all bound, in due proportion to the a of the gift of Christ, 
to obey his call to “preach the Gospel to every creature’”—to spread 
his saving counsel and truth from the rivers unto the ends of the 
earth,” and never to relax in individual and united efforts, till the 
“kingdom of righteousness, peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost,” shall 
be established in the fulness and richness of its power and blessings 
im every nation, in every family, and in every heart! Would that 
more of our brethren were animated by the same self-denying spirit. 
which actuates Brother Page: “the cords of our Zion would then be 
speedily lengthened, and her stakes strengthened,” and less plausi- 
bility afforded for the reproach which was once cast upon our 
Church, that “we were in garrison while others were advancing 
the staudiind of the Cross in the open field, and into the enemy’s 
country.” His place at Louisville can be much more readily sup- 
plied than the one at Natchez. The former will be regarded by 
many clergymen as a desirable parish—the latter as less inviting 
on account of the climate and other considerations. The outposts 
of the Church are, for many obvious reasons, stations of great diffi- 
culty, and consequently few aspire to the task of defending them. 
I do not design these remarks as disparaging in the slightest de- 
gree to our clergy, who have the charge of large and wealthy con- 
gregations, in the great commercial cities of the Union. They 
occupy posts of peculiar danger, difficulty and responsibility, and 
without the fosterimg hand which they so generously extend to the 
institutions of the Church, the operations of our missionary boards 
especially, would most certainly fail in energy and efficiency. I 
mean simply to express the opinion that the instance to which I 
have adverted in Mr. Page’s removal, (and I may add, that of Mr. 
Wheat’s to New Orleans) is one of self-denial and devotion to the 
interests of Christ’s religion, worthy of commendation, and which, 
if more frequently imitated, would, 1 honestly believe, be productive 
of the most wholesome results to the Church. 

Since the settlement of Mr. Page at Natchez, I regard the Church 
at that place, and in the diocese, as on better ground than it has 
ever heretofore occupied. The congregation, when I left, were 
about entering into arrangements to erect a parsonage and repair 
the church. The liberal contributions which they made to the 
objects of your and the Rev. Mr. Cuming’s visit, will be regarded 
as pleasing indications of the readiness with which they will sus- 
tain the institutions of the Gospel. , 

You may perhaps expect me to say something about Mr. Con- 
nelly’s course—I have several times been asked whether I intended 
to take anynotice of the printed letter which he addressed to me. 
There was nothing in the letter which in my judgment called for 
an answer. “I'o undertake to answer one when he says “I doubt,” 
‘withoutassigning distinctly the reasons of his doubts, is surely “lost 
labor.” It is true I took so much notice of his letter.as this: I 
instituted the proper proceedings to exercise the discipline of the 
Church in his case, as soon as I heard of his defection. But h 
had left the United States ‘before the measures adopted could be 
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brought to bear upon 3 anifitbere; for the time being, I con- 
ceived my duty to e conduct has, in some instances, through 
the public journals, be n the subject of severe, not geay uncharita- 
ble comment. Tam of opini t he rather deserves our com- 
miseration, and should have prayers. As to the exultation of 
the Romanists in his case, it is as little creditable to their good 

+ sense, as it is premature and indecorous to him. I am indeed 


greatly mistaken, if I have misconceived the causes w have 
led to his present unhappy position. He is well known to be a 
man of remarkably sensitive temperament—of quick,mpulses, and 
one likely to be easily swayed by that which is externally splendid 
* and imposing. The garniture of the Romish Church is exactly 
such as would be likely to strike with powerful fect on his” 
imagination, and rouse his feelings. Separated for some years. past, 
by his distant position, from intercourse with his brethren im the 
ministry, he has felt most keenly the want of that friendly sympa- 
thy and countenance which we all experience to be so soothing, , 
refreshing, and strengthening under the multiplied difficulties of 
our stations. I have seen him weep like a child (it was an amia- 
ble weakness) in recounting the sufferings of his spirit from this 
cause. Add to these things the well-known effects of a debilitating 
; climate upon a feeble physical frame, and the result is not one, in 
my apprehension, to excite either surprise or amazement. » T 
’ truth is, that poor Connelly’s mind is unbalanced. I was unwill- 
ing to believe this at first, but information subsequently obtained, 
leaves with me no doubt of the deplorable fact. As to his piety and 
honesty of purpose I never entertained any doubts, as far as I felt 
authorized to form and express a judgment about such things. In 
a letter which he addressed to me, the day before he sailed from 
New Orleans for Havre, he declared himself to be a Protestant, 
and that his object in visiting Europe was to examine for himself 
the doctrines and practices of the Roman Catholic Church. x. * 
I have detained you so long about the affairs of the Chutch at 
Natchez, that I must condense as much as possible what I have to’ . 
say geent other places and persons, lest I become tedious. e 
n the 28th February, in Trinity Church, ‘Natche fe preeres4 >” 
the Rev. Dexter Potter, minister of Christ Church, Jeff coun be 
to the order of Priests. ‘The Rev. Messrs Fox and Munroe w 
present, and assisted in the services of the day, In the evening of, 
» the same day, Mr. Fox preached, and I confirmed five persons: 
Among these was a youliprman who is prepating to beconie a, ' 
candidate for orders, and proposes to enter the General Seminary. 
I visited the congregation of Mr. Potter the last week im/March. It ’ 
is composed of a number of gentlemen and their families, settled 
‘ in a wealthy and hospitable neighborhood called the Maryland ~—_ 
_ tlement. A few persons whom Mr. Page had prepared for confirm: ~ ° 
He were unable to attend at. church during my visit by 
; ason of sickness. I pence, bperormed no other service for 
‘eS le. Itis hoped that the services of Mr. Page will continue 
w 
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piety and religion. I was much pratifige to find that a large num- 
ber of the black people attended the service of the Church. A 
comfortable place has been provided for their accommodation by 
the erection of an end gallery in the church edifice. 

On the 4th March, I left Natchez ona visit to New Orleans, to 
which place I had been invited by the wardens of the Episcopal 
congregation in that city. Finding that it was very doubtful 
whether the boat on which I had embarked would be able to reach 
the city before Sunday, I determined to stop at Fort Adams and 
make the best of my way to Woodville, so as to pass Lord’s day 
there. I passed the night at Fort Adams, and the next evening I 
reached Judge Prosser’s residence, about six miles from Woodville. 

Here I met with the Rev. Mr. Wall, and in the hospitable atten- 
tions of Mrs. Prosser, who is a pious member of our Church, I felt that 
I received a full recompense for the hardships of the day. On 
Sunday morning, I proceeded to Woodville. The church, a plain 
edifice of wood, was soon filled with people. The Rev. Mr. Wall 

read prayers, after which I preached and baptized three children. 
I preached again in the afternoon and at night, and confirmed three 
persons: among these was Miss Calder, the principal and proprie- 
tor of a flourishing female seminary. Woodville is situated in a 
healthy, fertile and beautiful section of country, and seems to me 
to possess many advantages for the comfortable and useful settle- 
ment of aclergyman. Mr. Wall, who has charge of a school in 
that place, keeps the congregation together by reading prayers 
weekly. They are very desirous to get a minister; and would 
give the first year 300 dollars or more, for his support. Few 
places open a more encouraging field to the efforts of the Chris- 
tlan missionary. 

On Monday I set off for Judge Butler's in Louisiana, where I 
arrived the same evening, in as uncomfortable plight as torrents of 


rain could make one. Here I passed two nights and a day, in the » 


e joyment of every comfort which the most elegant hospitality 
‘could furnish, Judge Butler and family, you are aware, are 
attached to the Church from principle and affection. Since the 
death of the Rev. Mr. Bowman, they have not enjoyed the pleasure 
of uniting in public worship. It is a deprivation which they sensi- 
“bly feel, and deeply regret. The church in which Mr. Bowman 
. preached is a brick edifice, erected in the village of St. Francis- 
ville. ‘The vestry have on hand about 1600 dollars to complete 
its interior arrangements—a sum amply sufficient for that purpose, 
and which will be applied to that end, so soon as they can’ engage 
the services of a clergyman. The neighborhood is-Tepresented to 


be wealthy and intelligent. 
On Wednesday the 8th, I embarked at Bayou Sarah for New 
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rleans, where I arrived the next day, and had the pleasure of " 
again meeting with the Rev. Mr. Wheat. I had some weeks pre- 
vious to this advised Mr. Wheat to visit New Orleans, with a view . 
to his making definite arrangements with his brother, a es 
of the Louisiana legislature then in session, for his settlement in © 
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T'ennessee. He had left home in the first instance to come to this 


_ diocese, When, however, I reached New Orleans and saw the 


state of things in that growing and wealthy city, and the pressing 
need for the servicés of an Episcopal minister, I felt in duty bound 
to urge him to remain. The vestry were willing and anxious to 
make an arrangement with him to that effect, and an engagement 


-was finally entered into, much to the satisfaction of all iterested 


and concerned. If any man with whom I am acquainted will 
“perform trué)and laudable service” in that city, to the inerease, 
with God’s blessing, of piety and religion among men, Mr. Wheat 
is that man. To great activity and zeal in the duties of his pro- 
fession, he unites so much practical knowledge about men and 
things, as will give him very decided advantages, aiid much help 
in the occupancy of a very difficult and responsible, situation. 
Like Mr. Page, he was anxious only to follow the line of duty; and 
in the settlement of two such men in the South-west, I thinkthat 
every friend of our Church has substantial cause of gratulation 
with each other, and of thankfulness to God. 

As you have made yourself acquainted with the prospects of the 
Church at New Orleans by a personal visit, I forbear to detain 
you by any further remarks of my own upon the subject. After 
Sunday, I returned to Natchez, intending to visit Columbus, Vicks- 
burg, and some other places in the interior of Mississippi. ; 

Here I received letters from Mobile which appeared to render it 
an imperative duty on my part to visit that city. I took the first 
boat descending the river, and reached Mobile by way of New 
Orleans on Easter day morning. I preached in the forenoon, and, 
assisted by the Rev. Mr. Lewis, administered the holy communion 
to some sixty or seventy persons. At night I had an interview 
with the Rev. Norman Pinney, and in the presence of the Rev. 
Messrs. Lewis and Ives, proceeded to pronounce and declare his 
removal from the ministry of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
according to the provisions of the 38th canon of the General Con- 
vention. This proceeding was grounded upon the declaration and 
request of Mr. Pinney, and not upon any causes affecting his moral 
character or standing. When, however, I reflected that it was the 
loss of another from that little band who are striving so Yaithfull 
and singly to “ break down the kingdom of sin, Satan and death, 
in this fair and goodly land, I could not but feel that it was the most. 
unpleasant act of duty I was ever calledon to perform. The spirit 
and devotion of the ministet and congregation at Mobile are worthy. 
of all commendation. I have never visited any church where I 
saw so much to gladden and warm the feelings of a Christian heart. 
“Peace be with them, and love with faith, from God the Father, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ!” On Monday night I preached again 
baptized three children, and confirmed e/even persons. + 
~*~ The Wednesday following, I reached New Orleans on my return, 
and at night preached and confirmed seven persons, the first fruits 


dant ingathering that is to reward his pious efforts. 
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At New Orleans I met with Judge Butler, the gentleman whom 
I have already mentioned in this letter. He informed me that he, 
with four others, had agreed with each other to give 500 dollars 
apiece annually to support a preacher and teacher at Thibedauville, 
in Louisiana, on the western side of the river. I was authorized 
to make an offer to that effect, to Dr. Stephens of Bolivar. I have 
written to Dr. Stephens upon the subject. Should he decline going, 
I think your committee should endeavor to make some provision 
for the situation. ' 

The instances of individual munificence in the South, to provide 
the means of literary and religious instruction, are numerous and 
honorable. Among these, I may mention the following: A gen- 
tleman in the neighborhood of Natchez proposes to devote 5000 
dollars to the erection of a chapel, together with a suitable dwelling- 
house and a small portion of land annexed, provided a minister can 
be engaged to occupy the premises. One object which this gentle- 

man has in view, is to provide the means of religious instruction 
to his black family. The feelings which have prompted him to 
this course are alike honorable to his character as a master, a 
Christian, and a philanthropist. If you know any clergyman who 
would regard the proposition with favor, I am ready to make a 
reference at once to the gentleman who has made the offer. 

The town of Columbus, in Mississippi, presents at this time a 
very inviting field to the efforts of an Episcopal clergyman. Last 
February I commissioned a gentleman at that place as lay reader, « 
and the sum of 800 or 1000 dollars has been subscribed to erect a 
church. All that seems to be wanting, under God’s favor and 
blessing, to ensure complete success, is an active and intelligent 
clergyman. Now beyond all others is a favorable time to make a 
beginning; and I trust and pray, that the opportunity will not be 
suffered to pass unimproved. * 

The Rey. Mr. Fox is settled about twenty miles from Vicksburg. 
This town, situated immediately on the margin of the Mississippi 
river, is growing daily in population and importance. It was my 
intention to spend a few days there and in the interior; but the 
unexpected call to Mobile consumed the whole of my disposable 
time, and I had to abandon, as I did, with much reluctance, my 
original design. . There are a dozen or more families at Vicksburg 
attached to the Church, and some eight or ten communicants: and 
as I have learned from several sources, there exists a very general 
desire among the citizens to have a church erected, and the stated 
services of a minister. 

Mr. Munroe’s labors for several months past have in reality 
been Missionary. He has gone “every where, preaching the word.” 

I think it altogether probable, that if you would address a letter to _ 

him, proposing to engage him as a missionary for St. Francisville 

and Woodville conjointly, or Vicksburg, or Columbus, separately, 
‘he would accede to the proposition. ' 

I have not been able yet to secure a minister for Memphis. The 
Rev. Mr. Cole, whom I expected on, has gone, I understand, to | 
Michigan. Every day and month we are losing ground for the © 
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want of suitable men to occupy our missionary stations. I have 
proposed to Mr. Chilton to become a missionary, and extend his 
labors to other places where we have some members and friends, 
at the distance of eighteen or twenty miles round Brownsville. 

The Rev. Thomas West, late of Pennsylvania, has become the 
missionary at Jackson. He preaches also every month at Mount 
Pinson, and at the residence of Col. §. Dickens. 

I must close this long, and to you, doubtless, tedious letter. I 
have written under the pressure of illness—being confined to my 
bed half of each day, for some days past, under the threatenings of 
a formidable bilious attack. May the Lord bless and prosper you. 


FROM A LETTER OF A DISTINGUISHED LAYMAN IN NATCHEZ, 
MISSISSIPPI. 
Natchez, May 23, 1836. 
The Rev. Mr. Page is about going to Vicksburg, by invitation, 
to assist in the organization of a church there. They will proba- 
bly be able to provide the full amount of means for the support of a 
clergyman, but should they need assistance, I hope your committee 


_ will be prepared to send them the very best Missionary that can be 


employed, as that is, undoubtedly, the most important unoccupied 
station in the United States. Manchester should also be remembered, 
as second in importance only to Vicksburg. At Columbus, in this 
“State, they are about organizing a church, but having no minister, 
they have employed a lay-reader; this is also a flourishing and grow- 
ing town. At Woodville, they are much in want of a Minister, and 
gare now trying to engage the Rev. Mr. Munroe, to divide his time 


» between that place and St. Francisville; but there is enough for him 


to do at either place. The immigration into this State is now so great, 
that I have no doubt ¢wenty Missionaries will be needed in two years. 


GREEN BAY. 


The following letter to the Secretary and General Agent is 
from the Rev. Henry Gregory, Missionary to the Menominee 
Indians, on Lake Winnebago. 


Green Bay, February 17, 1836. 
It was an opinion formed immediately after my arrival here, and 
time only strengthened it, that it may bé very important for you to 
visit, the ensuing summer, the several Missionary stations in this 
quarter. Having found that others with more experience than 
myself agree in this opinion, I solicit your most serious con- 
sideration of such a visit. I wish that you might visit, and with 


» your own eyes see, the Oneida settlement at Duck Creek. The 


~ Green Bay Mission School is greatly important, as a focus 
whence may radiate the light of Christianity among the tribes 
beyond it. The Government settlement at Winnebago Rapids, 35 
miles from Green Bay, if properly supported, may prove an open 
door for Missionary efforts in that quarter; but changes are in 
prospect,—preat ones, and which may affect all these three stations. 
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A treaty is proposed to be held next summer. with the Menominees, 
at which they may perhaps sell a portion of their country, includ- 
ing the settlement at Winnebago Lake. The effect of this, if it takes 
place, will be to remove the Menominees further from Green 
Bay. I have neither time, nor room, to tell you the one-half that 
you ought to know. I have been up at the Winnebago Rapids, 
and engaged a house, in which with my brother I am to live, and 
commence our School ;—we are to return in a few days, or as soon 
as we can obtain things necessary for our lodging and subsistence. 
On Sunday the 14th, I officiated and preached at my station in a 
room of one of the farmers’ houses, to twenty people. Thus has been 
made a beginning. 

I wish you might come out here, and see the situation of things. 
On your way you might do much for the Society, and that even at 
Detroit, and this place. I hope you will think favourably of it. : 
Having been here, you will be able ever after to judge more cor- 
rectly of the importance, the difficulties, and the benefits, of Indian 
Missions. 


Appended to the above, was the following note, from the Rev. 

Richard F. Cadle, Missionary to Navarino :— Pa 
Green Bay, February 26, 1836. , 

Having been requested by the Rev. Mr. Brown to give an ex- 
pression of my views in relation to the principal suggestion. con- 
tained in the foregoing letter, I cheerfully comply, by stating my 
earnest belief, that the interests of the Missions in this region, es- 
tablished by the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, would be greatly advanced by the 
annual inspection of a member of the Domestic Committee of 
Missions. 


Accompanying the above letters, was one from the Rev. Daniel 
E. Brown, superintendent of the Green Bay Mission School, in 
which he cordially co-operates with the Rev. Messrs. Gregory and 
Cadle, in the preceding request, that the Agent visit those Mission- 
ary stations, and strongly urges its importance as respects the in- 
terests of all those establishments. ‘ 

By a reference to the abstract of the proceedings of the Domestic 
Committee, April 25th, published in this number, it will be per- 
ceived that the Committee passed a resolution, stating that in their 
estimation, it was highly expedient that the Secretary and General 
Agent should visit Green Bay, and the adjacent Missionary sta- 
tions, the ensuing Summer. 

In compliance with the above requests and resolutions, the Se- 
cretary and General Agent expects to visit those places soon after 
the Annual Meeting of the Board of Missions ;—probably early in 
July ; he also hopes to extend his tour through most of the West- 
ern States which he has not yet visited. 
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FROM THE REV. RICHARD F. CADLE, MISSIONARY TO NAVARINO. 


Navarino, Green Bay, May 5, 1836. 

Prefixed to this communication is a journal of my proceedings 
from Oct. 15th, 1835, when my connexion with Christ Church was 
resumed, up to the Ist of April. Agreeably to its statements, it ap- 
pears that the Lord’s supper has been administered by me once at 
Duck Creek and three times at Navarino ; that there has been one 
marriage, of an Oneida couple ; that there has been one burial of an 
adult at Green Bay ; and that four children have been baptized, viz. 
a white child at Green Bay, and three Oneida children at Duck 
Creek. 

‘The number of communicants belonging to Christ Church is 
eleven or twelve. bl 

The congregation having the use of the school-house in Navarino 
only during a part of each Sunday, I have been préyented from offi- 
ciating there as often as I could have wished, and as, under more fa- 
vorable circumstances, I should have been bound todo. ‘The want 
of a church has been much felt, and the prospect of the erection of 
one this present year is encouraging. It is known, I presume, to the 


* Committee, that in September last, previously to my connexion with 


Christ Church, the sum of $1700 and upward was the amount of 
the avails of a fair held by the ladies of the Episcopal Benevolent 
Society for the purpose of aiding in the erection of a church in Na- 
varino. Ona recent application on the part of the vestry to the 
ladies of this co la they promised the conveyance of this sum 
to the vestry, to be expended on such object, with the condition that

- * the church be erected on a lot contained in one of six specified

blocks. The vestry are willing to accept these funds on this condi- 
tion, and it is their intention to build a church, the cost of which shall 
be $3000. 

I read to the congregation, in January last, the substance of the 
circular signed by the Secretaries of the Domestic and Foreign Com- 
mittees of Missions, dated Noy. 18, 1835, with the hope that the 
statements and admonitions contained in it would prepare the way 
for exertions favorable to the cause of Missions. The object will 
probably be best attained here by the making of collections ; which, 
when made, will, I doubt not, correspond with the liberality of the 
congregation. 


FROM THE REV. H. GREGORY, MISSIONARY TO THE MENOMINEE 
INDIANS ON LAKE WINNEBAGO. ‘ 
Ishquondaming, Winnebago Rapids, 
Wisconsin Territory, April 4, 1836. 
From the time of my first communication to you after arriving at 
Green Bay, until the 13th February, I was prevented from repair- 
ing to my station by the severity of the weather and the inability of 
the Indian Agent to accompany me. In the meanwhile I applied 
myself to the study of the Chippewa language, as well as the imper- 
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» © fect aids at my command would allow. I had the help of several 

'» . books furnished me by friends, and assistance also ftom Louisa 

Powell. Mr. Wm. Mitchell of Navarino presented me a Chippewa 

we copy of the Gospel according to St. Matthew, by Peter Jones ; and 

_ also, a translation into the samé tongue of the first nine chapters of 

* Genesis. The following reasons influenced my determination to 

» study the Chippewa tongue. 1. It is more easily learned than the 

enominee. 2. It is spoken very extensively, being understood 

by the Ottawas, Winnebages, Menominees, Pottawattomies,sand 

, other tribes. 3. It is amore courtly. and classic language than the 

Menominee; and 4. Vocabularies have been made of its words, 
and many books*published in it. ~ e 

_ While at Green Bay, I officiated occasionally for the Rev: 

Messrs. Cadle and Brown, at Navarino and the Mission school, 

and once in the garrison at Fort Howard. ‘ 

February 13.—Accompanied by Colonel Boyd, the Indian Agent, 
we visited the Menominee settlement at the foot of Winnebago 
Lake. It is distant. from Green Bay 35 miles. 

February 14th, Quinquagesima Sunday. In the afternoon, the 
white people of the settlement, visiters, and two of the Stockbridge 
Indians, to the number in al] of twenty, assembled at the house of 
one of the farmers for public worship. Several of them joined with 
me in the use of the Liturgy, and I preached to them Jesus, the 
AlmightyShepherd. (Ps. xxiii. 1.) ; 

February 17.—We returned to Green Bay to make preparations 
for*our residence at the Menominee settlement, and for opening 
the school. s ' 

February 23.—Removed with our effects to the scene of our fu- 
ture labors. As the houses for our residence and for the school 
are not yet built, one of the Indian houses was assigned for our 
temporary use, but the labor of several days was necessary to pre- 
pare it for occupancy. We had neither chair nor bedstead except 
what our own hands constructed, but by diligent exertion and in the | 

* midst of winter, we finished our preparations in a week. By the, 
kindness of several friends at Green Bay, we were enabled to fur- 
nish ourselves with the family stores necessary to our comfortable 
subsistence. 

© February 28.—Second Sunday in Lent. In the morning I offici- 
ated and preached at one of the farmer’s houses in the lower end of 
the settlement, and in the evening at the house of another, three 
miles distant. The number of persons attending wership this day 

was in all twenty. , 

Tuesday, March 1.—The school was opened with eight children ; 

four of them belonging to the white families, three Menominees, 

* and one a Chippewa. ‘Two others, Menominees, came a part of 

~ the week. Most of the Indians haye retired with their families, 

to the distance of three or four miles from the settlement, in order 

to prepare for the season of making maple sugar. In a few weeks 
they will return, and many of them promise to send their children.

cially for the sake of an example to the Indians. shali hail with 
great satisfaction the arrival a time when, with or without an 
interpreter, I can speak to the Menominees themselves of the Sa- 
viour who was crucified for their sins. - 
March 13.—Fourth Sunday in Lent. The weather was stormy, 
-and our little congregation amounted to only eight or tem persons. 
There was no one present to join with me in the use of the Liturgy, 
but I conducted the services and preached as usual. In the even- 
ing I visited the family of Pepeek, wholives in the Indian house next 
to ours. He is one of the most industrious Indians in the settle- 
ment. His father was a Menominee, his mother a Chippewa, and 
he has a Chippewa wife. He speaks both French and Chippewa, 
with equal fluency. With the aid of a French Bible and Chippewa 
Testament, I endeavored to impart to this familyva rtion of divine ~ 
truth. In the style of primitive simplicity, they reclined upon mats, 
of the hickafye 


and while I read by the light of the crackling bar 
tree, they gave heed to the words of eternal life. This man sends 


_ four children to the school, all of whom have been baptized in the 


Roman Catholic Church. 

March 15.—Received from the Bay a bell and some copies of 
the Common Prayer. For these latter we are indebted to the Fe- 
male Bible, Prayer-book, and Tract Society of Green Bay, from 
whose depository we have received sixteen copies of the Liturgy, 
two Bibles, and a parcel of tracts. The bell was sent up by the 
Rey. Mr. Brown for our temporary use. » It was obtained, im the 
first instance, for the Mission School, but having been superseded 
by a large one, was no longer of use there. Here, though small, it 


will be serviceable. °

March 17.—Having been requested to visit Fort Winnebago, I 
proceeded on horseback toa mail carrier for my companion and 
guide. ‘The distanceis about seventy-five miles, and the path, whi 
is at all times lonely and difficult, was baht now. The surface 
of the snow was covered with hail and rain, and hardened by frost. 

, At the end of the second day my horse was disabled, and leaving it, I 

. proceeded on foot. ‘The sun rained its splendors on the ice-cover~ 
ed snow, and the prairies were one unbroken landscape of dazzling 
whiteness. After walking eighteen miles, I became nearly blind, 
and was carried in a train twelve miles to the fort. P 

March 20.—Fifth Sunday in Lent. I officiated and preached 
in the garrison once, although my eyes were very painful. The 
two following days I kept my room and submitted to medical treat- 
ment. The inflammation then abated, and I soon entirely recovered. 

On the following Lord’s day, (being the next before Easter,) [ 
officiated and preached twicé. Besides these services, I officiated 
at the olen ae of one marriage, and baptized one adult. 
The-subject of the baptism was Mr. Leonard Groom, formerly con- 
nected with the Green Bay Mission School, but recently employed 
as a blacks ith by the Indian department at Fort Winnebago. He 
was confined to his room in the hospital of the garrison ; and, con- 


vinced that his case exhibited the symptoms of a rapid were 
Re- 


” _ ‘tion, he earnestly desired that he might testify his faith in the 


deemer, by dedicating himself in the ordinance of baptism. With 
great composure he afterward arranged all his secular affairs, tak- 
ing leave of the world, and calmly awaiting his departure to the 
rest that remains for God’s people. 

March 28.—In company with a lieutenant of Fort Howard, I set 
out on my return. ‘The snow was melting rapidly, and the streams 
were already swollen, but by following the military road to the head 
of Winnebago Lake, and going thence on the ice to the Rapids, I 
arrived safely on the evening of the third day. I had great cause 
for thankfulness to the Saviour for my preservation in this journey. 
The month of March is in this country usually unfavorable to travel- 
lers; but although, a this instance, our path was entirely obscured 
on the upward route, and I was obliged to lie in the woods one 


». © night im going, and another in returning, had to cross rapid and

If I am not able immediately to speak of great success in this Mis-

MULTIPLICATION OF SOCIETIES IN THE CHURCH. 
In a late number of the “ British Critic,” there are some excellent 
remarks on this subject. It is matter of satisfaction that in our own 

~ Church the tendency that way is much Jess decided than it was. 

. Whether the course eed in the late General Convention has had 
any influence on the judgment of the writer, does not appear. The 
coincidence between what is thus deprecated on the one hand, and _ 
recommended on the other, and what was then done by us, is at least 
remarkable.—“ If persons rich, and pious, and charitably disposed, 
wish to contribute funds for the erection and endowment of houses 
of prayer, why cannot they place them at the disposal of the com-_ 
missioners for building churches, or the diocesan committees, or 
the bishop of any particular see? If persons are anxious to devote 
their individual energies to the furtherance of God’s honor, and 
man’s salvation, why cannot they go at once to the bishop ofa 

diocese, or the incumbent of a parish ? Why must societies interpose 
between the constituted authorities of a church andthe parties who 
desire to render the @hurch assistance? Because, it will be replied, 
associations are necessary to stimulate, and nourish, and direct; to 
connect, and centralize, and systematize exertion ; to organize and 
arrange details; to furnish a known medium of hatin aie to 
ar ses supply and demand; lest otherwise there should be agents - 
where there are no funds, and funds where there are no agents. 
Then let one great society be formed, and let the bishops place them- 
selves at its head, and let its action be judiciously allied and sub- 
ordinated to the regular action of the Church.” We have done better™ 
even than this: we have made our “one great society,” with “the 
Bishops” “at its head,” identical With the Church. The admirable | 
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results are read in every eye, and acknowledged, (let us hope,) 
with fervent gratitude, by every heart. ’ 


For the Spirit of Missions, 
THE GOSPEL IN NEW ZEALAND. 


We have been much interested in recent reports of Missionary 
effort in New Zealand. Certainly there is not, among the dark places 
of the earth, one darker spot thanthat; yet, even there the sun of 
righteousness has thrown its rays, and life and immortality are 
brought to light. We rejoice that it is now under episcopal su- 
pervision, being part of the diocese of the new Bishop of Australia, 
the zealous Dr. Broughton. May he have strength from heaven for 
the administration of his tremendous trust—* a continent for his see.” 
An account of New Zealand, by the Rev. William Yate, a Mis- 
sionary there, contains some remarkable letters from converts to 
the faith of Christ, in various stages of their advancement. We 


. Subjoin afew brief specimens :— 


The first from which we make an extract is from a female de- 
sirous of baptism: ‘“ My desire is that my soul may be saved in the 
day of judgment : it will not be long before Jesus Christ appears 
to judge mankind: and I also shall bejudged; it is right that I 
should be judged, and that I should be condemned; for my heart 
is very wicked, and will not do one good thing—not one, not one, not 
one, that Jesus Christ, and God, and the Holy Spirit say is good: 
if lam angered by them, it will bejust. But will not the Son of God 
saveme? You say he will, and I believe it; you say that, bad as it 
is, he will wash my soul in his blood, and make it good and clean ; 
that is what I want—I want to be admitted into his Church, and to 
be made his child, and to be taught his lessons out of his book. and 
to be taken care of by him, and to be done what with, done what 
with, done what with—thou, O Lord Jesus, say what! Mr, Yate, 
listen: this is all from me, from Pahuia.”’—W hat an affecting illus- 
tration of the power of the Divine Spirit to convince men of sin !— 
How clear the conviction in her mind, that the blood of Jesus is the 
only fountain for sin, and for uncleanness! And how touching the 
entire and child-like resignation with which the prayer concludes— 
“to be done what with, to be done what with, to be done what 
with—thou, O Lord Jesus, say what!” 

The second is from a young man, on the same subject. “Sir, 
Mr. Yate, my heart is desirous of being permitted to enter the 
Church of Jesus Christ. I wish altogether 41o turn to our Father 
which is in heaven, and to cast away all the evil speaking of this 
world, and the evil acting. Iam thinking inside of me, what can 
be the reason I have two hearts, which are always struggling one 
with the other; the one is a very good heart, the other altogether 
bad. I am wondering which will be thrown down, and put under- 
most at last—perhaps the good one, perhaps the bad one. Oh! 
how they fight! Will you baptize me, or will you not? As I have 
two hearts, perhaps you will not, and perhaps you will; my 
writing to you this time is finished—from me, from your son, 
Unahangah.”—When, since the days of Paul, was the fierce war- 
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wey, fare of the flesh and spirit more graphically drawn than by this 
© young barbarian ? 


: 


The death of a female convert, Ann Waiapu, is feelingly de- 
scribed. “ Ah! Mrs. Kemp,” said she to her kind nurse, “ good bye! 
lam going to Jesus Chi ho loves me—I shall see him now; 
I have seen him with wrt; and now I love him with my 
heart ; itis not my lips only that believe, but belief is firmly fixed 
within me.”—* Jesus Christ is mine,” she said to Mr. Yate; “Jesus 
Christ is mine, and Iam Jesus Christ's ; I know him now, I know 


him now; he is come here’—fixing her hand upon her heart“ and 


he will not go away again any more.” I asked her if she wished to 
return to the world, and be restored to health: “ What,” said she, 
“and Jesus Christ sometimes with me, and sometimes not; and I 
sometimes thinking evil, and sometimes thinking good? No, no, 
no.”—How affecting this application of St. Paul's desire to depart 
and be with Christ! Who shall doubt the power of that Gospel 
which works such triumphs in New Zealand? ‘“ Now thanks be 
unto God, which always causeth us to triumph, and maketh manifest 
the savour of his knowledge by us in every place.”

“THE HEATHEN IN HIS BLINDNESS.” 

My brethren, thousands and tens of thousands, are, at this very 
time, perishing in darkness and ignorance. They know not the 
evil and the guilt of sin, nor the punishment which awaits it. 
They know not who made them; they never heard the name of the 
blessed Jesus; they never saw a Bible; they never heard the voice 
of true prayer; they never breathed the language of praise. 
Africa is said to contain thirty millions of inhabitants, Asia is com- 
puted at five hundred millions. All these, with few exceptions, are 
heathens or Mohamedans, sunk in profaneness, sensuality, idolatry 
and superstition. Yet, among these, there are some who would 
earnestly “seek the Lord, if haply they might feel after him, and 
find him.” They have been overheard, pouring forth in secret the 
agonies of their soul, and in the language of spiritual distress and 
apprehension, entreating for mercy. In other instances, a blind 
terror of eternal destruction hath seized them, and they have sub- 
mitted to excruciating tortures, from a deluded idea of making 
atonement for sin. 

An occurrence in point to this remark, is reported by some, to 
have been witnessed by the Rev. C. F. Swartz, many years Mission- 
ary at Tanjore, under the venerable Society [Church of England] for 
promoting Christian Knowledge. A certain man on the Malabar 
coast, had inquired of various devotees and priests, how he might 
make atonement for his sin, and was at last directed to drive iron 
spikes, sufficiently blunted, through his sandals; on these spikes he 


was to place his naked feet, and to walk about four hundred and” » 


eighty miles. . If, through loss of blood or weakness of bedy, he was 
obliged to halt, he might wait for healing and strength to proceed. 
He undertook the journey, and while he halted under a large 
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shady tree where the Gospel was sometimes preached, one of the ~~ 


Missionaries came, and preached, from these words, “ The blood of «= 


Jesus Christ cleanseth from all sin.” While he was preaching, the 
man rose up, threw off his torturing sandals, and cried out aloud, 
“This is what I want ! "—And he bes by his faith and practice, 
a living witness that the blood of Jesus Christ does indeed cleanse 
from all sin— Rev. Basil Woodd. 


THE GOSPEL MUST BE PREACHED. 


The following testimony to the truth that the Gospel and the 
preachers of the Gospel should be sent together to the destitute, is 
found in the twenty-fifth annual report of the American Board of 
Commissioners for. Foreign Missions. The report says, under the 
head of the Mission to Syria and the Holy Land, that “a recent 
communication, having the sanction of all the members of the Mis- 
sion, contains the following passage, which is practically important: 
“ Experience has in a manner proved that, in this country at least, 
the mere circulation of the Scriptures is not of itself sufficient to 
produce the desired effect upon the people. A very considerable 
number of copies of the Scriptures, and that in all parts of the land, 
from Aleppo to Hebron and Gaza, have been put in circulation, and 
ten or twelve years use of them has not, to our knowledge, been the 
means of a single radical conversion of the soul unto God. Not, 
that the word of God has taken none effect; not that it has done no 
good; but we state a fact, and from it we draw the conclusion, that 
other efforts ought to be connected with the Bible distribution. So 
thick is the mental darkness on certain vital points, that all the rays 
of divine light scattered through the Bible need to be concentrated 
and thrown upon the dark spots, until the wilfully blind shall be 
compelled to see. Nothing short of viva voce preaching seems so
